Of course the nature of the offence with 
which he had been charged had to be taken 
into consideration. With. regard to tho 
statement that he had published tho articles 
bolioving thom to be true, which the jury 
urged in anitigation of punishment, he must 
bo aware that there were three classes of 
libel in the Act, G and 7 of Victoria. The 
first was for publishing or threatening 
to publish « libel for the purpose of 
extorting money. That was: punishable 
ith three years’ imprisonment with or 
without hard labour, The sccond, for 
malicious: or defamatory libel, knowing 
the game to be falso; that wns punishable 
with any term not exceeding two. yenrs, 
and duch fine as the Court might award. 
The third was for maliciously publishing 
any defamatory libel, the punishment for 
which was fine or imprisonment, ‘or beth as 
the Court ‘might award. In this caso it 
was the third offence which was charged.

SAYLE AND CO. v. W. G. HUMPHIREYS. 
The Attorney General (the Hon. E. L. 
O'Malley), instructed by Messrs Brereton 
and Wotton, appeared for the plaintifl ; 
and Messrs Francis and Mackean, instruc- 
ted by Mossrs Stephens and Holmes, 
represented the defendant. ” 
Tho following gentlemon were ompan- 
nelledias a Jury : Messrs J. E. Squior, HL 
W. Smith, C, C, Cohon, M. C. Rozario, W. 
H. F. Darby, T. Jackson, and J. K. Davis, 
The Attorney General said the plaintiffs 
were Robert Sayle and Borham _ Dalton 
Sayle, who carried on business as general 
drapers and outfitters under the atylo of 
Messrs Sayle & Co., and the defendant was 
William G. Hnmphreys, who was engaged in 
the plaintif? employ in the year 1874. The 
defendant was engaged in England, and at 


the time of his engayement he entered into 
an agreement with the partners of the finn 
of Mesars Sayle & Co., an agreement which 
the Attorney General believed was a very 
ordinary kind of agreement for parties to’ 
enter into under similar circumstances, 
‘The Attorney General then read the 
plaintifis’ petition, which act forth that a 
memorandum agreement wis drawn up 
between the plaintiffs and tho dofendant 
on the 10th March 1870, in which the de- 
fendant agreed to enter the plaintiffs’ 
worvice as cleriz in Hongkong for four years, 
and also agrecing amongst: other things, 
that he would not enter, in any. capacity, 
into any kind of business or trado similar 
to that carried on by tho plaintiila, in 
Hongkong and Shanghai or within five 
miles thereof, or carry on that clasa of 
businesson his own account or in pattnership 
with others, within fourteen years after the 
vapiration of the term of service agreed 
upon, without Jirst having the consent of the 
plaintiffs in wr’ In case of the defend- 
ant being so engaged, whether as prin- 
cipal partner or otherwise, the sum of 
£1,000 at the commencement would be 
paid as a penalty in addition to the 
annual sum of £100, Tho defondaut re- 
mained in tho employ of the plaintiffs until 
the 5th May of 1874, when ho left. Subac- 
quently in 1881, before tho expiratidn of 
the fourteen years, he, in breach of the said 
agreement, and without the consent of the 

faintifis, commenced the business of 
draper and certain other trades carried on 
by, and detrimental to the business of, the 
plaintiffs, who therefore prayed for an in- 
junction. The Attorney General then said 


the defendant had pleaded in answer to the | ¢, 


tition, He admitted that he entered 
into the agreement and that he remained 
in the service of the plaintiffs until 1874, 
whon he left, and, with thoir permission, 
entered into the service of certain firms in 
Hongkong for several years. The defend- 
ant donied that he had recently set up 
business of the drapery kind, and in the 
alternative he had another defence which 
was that if he had committed any breach 
of. the agreement. as alleged by the plaintiffs, 


auch breach was with the fnil consent: and 
acquiesccnte of the plaintiffs. . The defend, 
ant further contended that his agreement, 
in restraining trade, was of such o kind a8 
this honourable Court would not enforce, 
The Attorney General then submitted that 
on these pleadings there were substantially 
only two questions on which the jury could 
be asked give their opinion. The first 
was whether this contract, a contract un- 
doubtedly. in restraint of trade, waa un- 
freasonable for the purpose for .which ‘it 


‘Somo ‘argument. thon ensued. aa to: the. 
.queations which were to bo putto the jury, in 
Which the ‘Attornoy Gencral contended that 
there “was: & question of intention; whethor 
by. the -plaintifia’ acquiescencé.in allowing 
the defondant.to take-employmont with 
Mossrs MacEwen Friskel & Co, and Messrs 
J. G. Smith &.Co.{ thoy intended to waive 
their rights to probibit.. tho dofandant from 
entering into any trade on his own account. 
It might have been that gif; the defendant 
had still, remiiined in tho capacity ‘of book- 
keeper to the firms mentioned that they 
would have waived their righta so far, Ho 
thon went on to eay that.as hd was inatroc- 
ted he would be able to prove that the de- 
feridant had, within tho last few montha, 
commenced, in,x small way no doubt, and 
in @somowhat irregular way, bnsiness on 
his own acconnt, He had gnterdd into 
several businesd transactions and dealt in 
the same goods "us the plaintiff dealt in: 
Ho had taken advantags of the concession 
which had been granted him, and somewhat 
ungoncrously put forward the ploa of partial 
acquiescence as hiadefence, 

Aloxandcr Finlay Smith avid ho knew 
the defendant who had ontered into his 
service in September 1874. He was for-’ 
merly in tho employ of Messrs Sayle & Co, 
He was engaged in the capacity of book- 
keoper nnd clerk. ey 

Cross-oxamined by Mr Francis ;-—Witnoss 
atid that his brother was in partnorahip 
with him during the time Me Humphreys 

¥ hisemploy. They were in business 25 
shipchaudlers and storekeepers, also doing 
business na merchants aud _ commission 
agents, The firm were in the hubit of 
importing quantities of goods for the Chinese 
on commission, ainonyst these goods, being 
cloths, flannels, da, prints ete. He 
would not call the business a drapery 
one, He was sometimes addressed as a 
draper and linen draper, although it was a 
mere matter of opinion as to whether he 
could rightly be described us such. He 
knew his brother Mr J. G. Smith imported 
entton cloth, cotton waste, paints aud Jinen 
goods for the Chineso market on commnis- 
sion. Mr Humphreys sometimes ected as 
assistant in those things of which he had a 
special knowledge. He conld not distinetly 
remember of him having canvassed the sale 
of goods. Witness thought he received a 
bonus, but ho could not say that that had 
been given him as commission for sales that 
he hadelfected. Mr Humphroys went direct 
from the employ of Messrs MacEwen, 
Frickel & Co. intothat of Mr J. G. Smith, 

Tsing Akong said he carried on business 
under the name of Sue Hing Chong at No. 
237 Queon’s Rond. He had purchased 
preserves, mustard, cotton thread and 
other articles which he could remember 
from the defendant. The cotton thread 
was similar to that contained in the parcel 
produced.’ He had also purchased flannel, 
cotton umbrellas, ucedles, belts, and luok- 
ing-glasses. These articles had been pur- 
chased during tho last few months. 

Cross-examined by Mr Francis :—He had 
only mado one purchase of neadles, 10 
boxes containing 10,000 cach. He had also 

bought needles from Mr J. G. Smith, but 
he had not bought any cotton, He had 
| bought similar goods to that purchased 
from the defendant from Mr J. G. Smith, 
wand Messrs MncEwen Frickel & Co. 

Leung Afuk said ho traded here asa 
dealer in woollen goods under the namo of 
Sam Kee. He had purchased one box 
(containing 80 pieces) of cotton prints from 
the defendant. He came to know that the 
defendant had the goods for sale bya friend 
telling him. Any one could purchase goods 
from him, His friend told bim that a 
frent many persons cealt with tho de- 
fendant. . 

Cross-examined by Mr Francis ;—The 
goods were got out on commission. 

Alli Mahomed Khamisa sid ho wus a 
dealer in drapery, aud had purchased from 

the defendant soveral times recently flannels, 
socks etc. : 

Cross-cxamined by Mr Francis :—He 
received the govds on commission, wd had 
had similar dealings with Messrs MacEwen 
Frickel & Co. and Mr. J. G. Sinith, Ho 
had bought the same goods from Mesms 
Sayle & Co. 

G._R. Lammert said he had seld a 
considorable quantity of blacking similar 
ta that produced for the defendant.

Mr Francis said the simple questions of 
fact for the consideration of the jury 
avemed to him to bo three in aumler. 
Tho plaintif’s alleyed in their potition that 
they had entered inte n certain agreement 
with him, whereby Mr Humphreys bound 
hiinself, ufter the expiration of his agree- 
ment with the plaintiff, not to engage in 
any business or any trade or business to be 
carried on by Sayle & Co., similar to that 
earried on by them, for 4 period of fourteen 
years. Mr Francis proposed for * the 
purposes of defence to divido it in- 
to two parts. Tn the first placo, had 
Mr Huonphreya, as a matter of fact, 
carried on directly or indirectly either in 
partnership or on his own account any of 
the specific business mentioned by the 
plaintiff. Was he a draper, or linen draper, 
a haberdasher, mercer or outfitter? He (Mr 
Humphreys) carried on business asa general 
merchant and com uission agent. He sold 
nothing by retail, everything was done 
wholesale. There was another branch of 
the question, was Mr Himaphreys carrying 
on any other trade or business carried on 
by Sayle & Co.? That must bo confined 
to the period during which Mr Hum- 
phreys was in the employment of Sayle 
& Co. It would not be competent 
now for Sayle & Co. to start a fresh busi- 
ness, utterly unconnected with their own 
business, and_to insist that Mr Humphreys 
should not take any partin that. As a mat- 
ter of Jaw he proposed to submit to the 
Court that that clause must receive such 
reasonable interpretation 28 he had sug- 
gestet. There was another question, did 
Messrs Sayle & Co. carry on, during the

The Attorney General said the question 
was a very‘simple one and there were only 
two issues, which they would have to give 
thoir attention to. ‘The first was did the 
defendant carry ou, and was-he carrying on 
in Hongkong business such as he wns prow 
hibited from carrying on by the terms of 
his agreement, and the other question was 
did the plaintifla by their condnet, slow 
that they inten. kd-to allow tho dufenda: t 
tu carry on. that busincas whieh was now 
complamed of. ‘The first question he di- 
vided inty two, it being to some ex- 
tent n question of law and to some 
extent a gpestion of. fuet. Ib would 
he for his “Lordship te sny ta what 
extent the prohibition was valid. hie 
put a broader construction un — the 
words of the agreanjg.tt than bis learned 
friend, but even on tit urrower proud he 
considered that the verdict wenldl be for 
him. He contended that the parties 
never contempluted the constrnction bis 
learned friend had ingeniously put upon 
them, ‘There was no word in the ayree- 
ment to show that the words ased were not 
intundud to apply te the wholesale ano 
ecominission business. Tt was unreason- 


say that so long as Mr Humphreys did 
not break on the bulk that he was not 
infringing the prohibition and that so son 
a8 ho broke on the bulk that he had eoim- 
mitted a breach of the contmet. He 
thought they could have no duubt of the 
fact looking two the evidence, that the 
businces carried on by Megars Saylo & G . 
between 1870 and 1874: was the same ih 
many respecta to that carricl on by 
Mr Humphreys on his own account. 
It was clourly established on ovidence 
that Mr Humphreys was not doing 
any of thot curt of business eight 
or nine years ago, It was not until 
October, 1881, thut he began husincss on 
his own account, and up to that time he 
had been in the employ of others who wore 
not bound by the contract, and who could 
employ him in any subordinate capacity. 
There was no evidence to show that Meer. 
Sayle & Co, kuew that Mr Hamphroys had 
carried on business on his own behalf or 


had had oof that was Mr Saylo’s 
and he did not think they did so. There 
was also the question, had Mr Humphreys, 
since he left Sayle & Co., been carrying on 
precisely the same business with the sume 
people 2s he is now dealing with? 
Messrs Sayle & Co, never tovk any objec- 
tion, but had tacitly acquiesced in what 
was now called a breach of agreement by 
Mr Humphreys, who had heen induced by 
that acquiesecence to set up on his own ac- 
count, and it was not in their right to como 
into Court and ask him to stup that now. 
Mr Francis then called defendant. 

Mr W. G. Humphreys said he was carry- 
ing on business as a merchant and com- 
nussion agent. Proviously to that he was 
in the employment of J. G. Grant & Co., 
where he had been from February 1879 
to September 3881. Witness was dving 
exactly. the same business now as then. 
Previous to joining Mr J. G. Smith witness 
was in Messrs Mciiwen Frickel & Co. where 
ho was from 1874 to the beginning of 1879, 
During that time witness solicited orders 
from Chinese, taking samples with him, 
During the earlier part of his connection 
with Messra McEwon Frickel, & Co. witness 
had frequent communications with Saylu & 
Co. Witness’s business consisted of inetals, 
cotton piece goods, ci) and stores, wine and 
spirits, beer und porter in bottles, in fact 
anything he could get an orderfor, He 
did no retail busincas, Witness had been 
accountant and bookkeeper daring the four 
years he waa, with Sayle & Co, At that 
time they did no business as commission 
ugents. They imported goods wholesule 
and sold ‘hem by auction. Witness pave 
an account of what took place at an inter- 
view between himself and Mr Suylo, who 
wished him to return to his firm atid do 
conmiission business, but under a different 
name from that of Sayle & Co. Witness 
thanked Mr Suyle for his offer, but told 
him that he intended to establish him- 
self (witness). . Mr Snylo asid “Oh then, 
there's an end of it,” and no more was said. 
Witness had invested $10,000 in his busi- 
ness. 

By the Attorney General: Witness had 
sold piece goods und flannels wholesale on 
his own account since 1881. He imported 
auchors on contwission, as also needles. 
Sayle & Co. sold by the piece to Chinese 
tailors and Indian traders, Ho had in- 
vested $10,000. About a third of the 
sum could not be taken out of the concorn 
under twelve montis. 

T. N. Driscoll was called, but threw ‘no 
tight on the case. 


S. & Lowe said he was a commission 
agent, under the style of Hurris Goodwin 
& Co. He dealt in goods of all deserip- 
tions.

(Revised January Ist, 1882.) 


In the following Statements and Tables 
tha Rates aro given in cents, and are, for 
Letters per half ounce, for Books and 
Patterua, per taco ounces. 


Newspapers over four ounces in weight 
are charged as double, treble, &., as the 
ease may be, but such papers or packeta of 
papers may be sent at Book Rate. Two 
Newspapers must not be folded together aa 
one, Nor must anything whatever be inserted 
except bond fide Supplements. Printed 
matter may, however, be enclosed, if the 
whole be paid at Book Rate. Prices Cur- 
rent may be paid either as Newspapars or 
Books. 


Commercial Papers signify such papers 
as, though Writien by Hand, do not bear 
the character of an actual or personal corre- 
spondenca, such as invoices, deeds, copied 
music, &c. ‘The charge on thems the sume 
as for books, but, whatever the weight of 
a packet containing any partially written 
paper, it will not bo eharged less than 5 
cents. 


The sender of any Registered Article 
may accompany it with a Return Receipt 
on paying an.extra fee of 6 cents. 


The limit of weight for Books and Com- 
mercial Papera to Forcign Post Offices is 
41bs. Patterns for such offices are limited 
to 8 ounces, and must not exceed these 
dimensions : 8 inches by 4 inches by 2 
inches.

Much trouble and disap- 
pointment are caused by porsistent. attempts 
to send small valuable trifles through the 
Post. Fans, Curios, Articles of Dress, 
Fancy Work, and similar presents aro con- 
tinually being refused, the senders hnving 
often spent more in Postage than vould 
have ‘paid the freight by steamer. No 
refund can be made on such parcels uf the 
valuc of Stamps obliterated beforo the 
nature of the contents was discovered, 


Local and Indian Parcel Post. 


1. Small Parcels may be sent by Post 
at Book Rates betweon Hongkong ant any 
of the British Post Offices in China, as well 
as to Japan, Macao,.Pakhoi, tho Straits 
Settlements, Ceylon and India. Theymust 
not excced the following dimensions, 2 feet 
long, 1 foot broad, 1 foot deep, weigh more 
than 6Gits., nor be smaller than 3 in, by 2 
in. Such parcels may bo wholly closed 
if they bear this special ondorsement, 
PaROEL, CONTAINING NO LETTER, but any 
pareel may be opened direction of the 

ostmaster Gercral. In the Case of Parcels 
for India a declaration of contents aud 
valuo is required, a printed form for which 
is suppl gratis. 
Parcels for India and Ceylon is compulsory. 

2. The following cannot be transmitted : 
Parcels insufficiently Rocked or protcted, 
or liable to be crushod (as bandboxes, 
&e,) Opium, Glass, Liquids, Rxplosive sub- 
stanees, Matches, Indigo, 5 beer Ico, 
Meat, Fish, Game, Fruit, Vegetable, or 
whatever is dangerous to the Mails, or 
likely to become offensive or injurious in 
transit.
